AN ACT to authorize the governor of the state to convey land
to the United States for the purpose of erecting light houses
and other aids to navigation, and for other purposes.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senale
and assembly, do enact as follows:

Sorerngr au- SecrioN 1. Whenever the United States desire to
convey titla to  8cquire title to land belonging to the state, and covered
iheUnited by the navigable waters of the United States, within
the limits thereof, for the site of a light house, beacon
or other aid to navigation, and application is made by
a duly authorized ageunt of the United States, describ-
ing the site required for one of the purposes aforesaid,
then the governor of the state is anthorized and em-.
powered to convey the title to the United States, and
to cede to the United States jurisdiction over the same:
Proviso, provided, no single tract shall contain more than ten (10)
acres, and that the state shall retain concurrent juris-
diction, so far that all process, civil or criminal, issu-
ing under the authority of the state, may be executed
by the proper officers thereof upon any person or per-
sons amenable to the same within the limits of lands
